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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on August 21 , 2006 has been entered: 

• Claims 12-21 , 34 and 36-38 have been cancelled; 

• New claims 39-53 have been entered. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

3. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Todd Mattingly (Reg. No. 40,298) on August 28, 2006. 

Claims 

4. Claims 22-23, 30-31 , 33 and 51-52 are cancelled. 

5. Claims 1,11 and 28 have been amended as follows: 

a. Claim 1, line 6, following "from", insert ~a top of--. 

b. Claim 1 1 , line 5, following "and", insert 

~a wire guide tab, extending from a top of the mounting cup in a direction 
comprising one or more directional components, wherein a directional 
component of the one or more directional components is directed generally 
radially outward from the axis of translation of the mounting cup;- 
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c. Claim 28, lines 1-4, delete 

"further comprising a wire guide tab, extending from the mounting cup in a 
direction comprising one or more directional components, wherein a directional 
component of the one or more directional components is directed generally 
radially outward from the axis of translation of the mounting cup;" 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-11, 24-29, 32, 35, 39-50 and 53 are allowed. 

7. The following is the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

8. Claims 1 , 1 1 , 32, 35, 39 and 45 are allowable because the prior art fails to show 
or teach a luminaire focusing assembly having a socket, a mounting cup, a socket 
focusing mechanism wherein the socket focusing mechanism translates the mounting 
cup axially relative to a stationary reflector, a wire guide tab extends from the mounting 
cup radially outward from a translation axis of the mounting cup, and the wire guide tab 
extends from a top of the mounting cup (claims 1 and 11), or plural wire guide tabs 
(directional components) are directed axially away from the translation axis (claims 32 
and 35) or the focusing (translating) mechanism comprises a mounting cup receptacle 
and a cam (claims 39 and 45). 

9. Claim 53 is allowable because the prior art fails to show or teach a luminaire 
focusing assembly having a mounting cup, a socket arranged inside the mounting cup, 
a wire extending from the socket and a wire guide tab, wherein the mounting cup and 
socket are not rotatable relative to each other, the mounting cup and socket are axially 
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translated by rotating the mounting cup relative to a reflector, the wire is anchored to the 
mounting cup, and the wire guide tab is configured to shield the wire from contact during 
the axial translation. 

10. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
